Boycott Of Meat 
Sparks Price Cut 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
Meat prices dropped today in one of 
the nation’s major supermarket 
chains, marking the first extensive 
victory for backers of the nationwide 
meat boycott. 
The Grand Union Co., the nation’s 
10th largest chain, lowered prices of 
beef, pork, lamb and veal by at least IO 
cents per pound below the ceilings 
imposed last week by the Nixon ad­ 
ministration. 
The price reductions are to continue 
through April. 
Plan To Aid 
Hanoi Delayed 


Indefinitely 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Nixon’s plan to ask Congress to aid the 
rebuilding of North Vietnam “ as an 
incentive to peace” has been delayed 
indefinitely, according to government 
sources. 


The reasons include charges of 
North 
Vietnamese 
cease-fire 
violations, unrelenting opposition in 
Congress, and an inability to pick up 
tangible support from other capitals 
for a multinational aid program. 


Secretary of State William P. Rogers 
had planned to send the administration 
program to Congress by the end of 
April. 
But officials now say that schedule 
has been thrown out and no new 
timetable is under consideration. 
State Department officials say the 
decision to hold up on the aid proposal 
does not mean Nixon is any less 
committed 
to 
a 
rehabilitation 
program. 
Such help is part of the agreement 
ending the war, they point out, but 
even more important is the use of such 
aid to help build a closer relationship 
with Hanoi. 


New Nominee For FBI 
Director Being Sought 


Grand Union President Charles G. 
Rodman made the price trim an­ 
nouncement Thursday and said the 
action had been “ triggered’’ by the 
meat boycott. 
The Grand Union move failed to 
spark any major price lowering by 
other large supermarket chains and 
the general effect of the boycott 
throughout the nation ranged from the 
closing of a major beef packing 
company in Kansas to no effect at all. 
The National Beef Packing Co. said 
it will close its plant in Liberal, Ran., 
today and remain closed until the price 
situation improves. 
In New York state, a spokesman for 
the State IX*partment of Agriculture 
said ifs too early to tell the result of 
the boycott, but he said as of now there 
was no indication the boycott was 
biting into beef prices at either retail 
or wholesale level. However, he did

among 
tradesmen are rising. 
On the retail market scene, New 
York State retailers said their sales 
were down as much as 50 to 80 per cent 
at some locations. 
In Seattle, Safeway Stores Inc., the 
largest retailer in the area, estimated 
that meat sales were down about IO f>er 
cent since the boycott began April I. 
But many supermarket officials said 
meat prices would not lie cut until 
wholesale prices are lowered, despite 
continuing poor sales. 
Many retailers and wholesalers said 
the full effect of the meat Ixiyeott 
probably will not be known until next 
week, following the weekend buying. 
Under the meat ceiling regulations 
imposed by President Nixon, retailers 
must start posting price ceilings for 
beef, lamb, and pork products near 
meat counters beginning Monday. 
Meanwhile, leaders of Fight In­ 
flation 
Together 
(F IT ),

spark for the boycott, said they plan to 
continue it by refusing to buy meat on 
Tuesdays and Thursdays.

On Water Bill 


WASHINGTON (A P) — ITesident 
Nixon’s legislative loyalists say they 
have a good chance of sustaining his 
veto of a water program that he claims 
“ has attained a distinct flavor of pork 
barrel.” 
The 1965 rural water and sewer 
grant program was killed by Nixon in 
January as part of what he called “ our 
determined effort to hold down taxes 
and combat inflation.” 
Attacking “ a blatant infringement of 
congressional authority,” Rep. W. R. 
Poage, I)-Tex., chairman of the House 
Agriculture 
Committee, 
guided 
through Congress last month his bill to 
resurrect the program. 
As the House passed it by 297 to 54, 
Poage said : “ When the Senate passes 
similar legislation, I urge that we vote 
to override a veto in a resounding 
fashion -should the President again 
str ike out against this vital program 
and against the Congress.” 
'I’hi* Senate and the President did as 
Poage expected. On Thursday, Nixon 
sent the vetoed bill back to the House. 
In the first House test of Nixon’s veto 
power this year, Speaker Carl Albert 
said the vote will come Tuesday and “ I 
think there is a chance” the veto will 
be overridden.

Highway Bill 


Shifts Transit 


Money Source 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A three- 
year, $18-bilhon highway bill approved 
by the House Public Works Committee 
provides an additional $1 billion a year 
for mass transit, but leaves intact the 
highway trust fund. 
Under the bill reported out Thursday 
by the committee, mass-transit funds 
would come from general revenues 
rather than the $6 billion-a-year high­ 
way trust fund. 
Rep. Glenn Anderson, D-Calif., 
leader of House efforts to crack the 
highway trust fund, called that 
stipulation “ a sham, designed to pay 
lip-service to mass transit, 
while 
continuing to construct more and more 
highways in areas desperately needing 
alternatives to the automobile.” 
A bipartisan group of congressmen 
seeking to break the trust promised a 
fight in the closely divided House 
Rules (Committee, which must give 
prior clearance before such a measure 
could be offered on the House floor. 
A highway bill passed by the Senate 
would permit cities and states to use 
their portion of the highway trust fund 
for mass traasit purposes. If the House 
passes a different version, a con­ 
ference committee will try to work out 
a compromise. 
The House Public Works (Committee 
approved the highway bill after a 
three-day markup session open to the 
public for the first time under new 
House rules. 
The bill includes a new IO,000-mile 
‘‘junior interstate” system to succeed 
the present $3-billion-a-year, 41,500- 
mile interstate expressway program, 
which now is 80 per cent complete.

Watergate and other 1972 acts of 
alleged political espionage. Its first 
hearing likely is to tx* held next week. 
Saying that ‘‘the story should be 
told,” McCord told reporters he would 
meet with them sometime next week in 
an on-the-record press conference. 
McCord appeared Thursday before 
the grand jury investigating the affair 
and again invoked the Fifth Amend­ 
ment in response to such questions as 
whether he had tried to plant bugs in 
the 
campaign 
headquarters 
of 
Democratic presidential candidate, 
Sen. George S. McGovern. 
McCord and four men from Miami 
were 
arrested 
in 
Dem ocratic 
headquarters early in die morning of 
last June 
17. 'ITiey had in their 
possession electronic eavesdropping 
equipment. 
After the morning session, McCord 
was taken before U.S. District Oiurt 
Judge John J. Sirica who granted 
McCord immunity and ordered him to 
answer all questions before the grand 
jury. He then returned to testify before 
the panel and is expected to continue 
testifying today.

- South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu arranged a series of meetings 
today on post-war aid for his country. 
He planned to see PierrePaul Sch­ 
weitzer, director of the International 
Monetary Fund; Deputy Secretary of 
State Kenneth Rush, and Defense 
Secretary Elliot Richardson.

Again Attacked 


SAIGON (API - The South Viet- 
narnese government today reported 
more attacks on the defenses around 
Hue, an artillery attack in the Mekong 
Delta and continued shelling of a 
ranger base 50 miles north of Saigon. 
“ There has been no significant 
change in the enemy’s activity from 
yesterday to today,” one military 
source said. The Communist attacks 
had been described Thursday 
as 
probing prior to a new offensive. 
South Vietnamese casualties of IOO 
dead and 534 wounded were reported 
for the past two days. Communist 
losses were not reported. 
Among those killed was a regimental 
commander, hit during a rocket and 
mortar attack at Kien Hung, in the 
delta 120 miles southwest of Saigon. 
Five other officers and 16 enlisted men 
were wounded when a

In the northern part of the country, 
more than 300 mortar rounds hit 
government positions west, northwest 
and southwest of Hue in a day-long 
barrage Thursday. 
At nightfall, a Communist unit fired 
380 rounds at another infantry position 
six miles west of Hue, then followed 
with a ground assault. The Saigon 
command said the attack was beaten 
back, with one government soldier 
killed and two wounded. 
The ranger camp at Tong Ie Chan, 50 
miles north of Saigon, was pounded 
with nearly 250 artillery and mortar 
rounds during the past 24 hours, the 
command reported. It has been under 
siege for six weeks, and the command 
has stopped reporting casualties there. 
But the last figures given were at least 
14 killed and more than IOO wounded.

(instruction of the 706-mile pipeline, 
which would link Alaska’s Northern 
Slope with the ice-free port of Valdez to 
the south, cannot begin without 
congressional action because present 
law prohibits granting a right-of-way 
wide enough to build it.

The defense attorney argued there 
was no positive proof the dogs were 
responsible and added neighbors 
merely had seen the dogs in the area. 
Mrs. James Fonville said her dogs, 
named Hannibal and Cannibal, were 
not trained to attack and her husband 
said the dogs were loose at the time of 
the boy’s death. 
Many spectators at the hearing wore 
cards, later ordered removed by the 
judge, which supported destruction of 
the dogs.

Nevertheless, 
the steady increase in intelli­ 
gence levels indicated by the 
tests over the years prompted 
Dr. Kangas to observe:

NEW YORK (AP) — When he ac­

In its first year, the industry’s 
Businessman in Residence program 
was untested. Fitzhugh, an intense 
conservative, and the students, 
aligned to his left, were separated by 
age and ideology. But distrust evolved 
into respect. 
A week after returning, he received 
four or five letters from professors 
with 
whom

arguments, generally liberals. “ While 
they told me they didn’t necessarily 
lielieve as I do, they thought it was 
good I was there.” 
The students expressed sim ilar 
feelings, and one paid him an un­ 
witting compliment: “ We were glad 
you carne so we could learn what a 
conservative is,” the youth said. “ One 
thing, you’re consistent, maybe be­ 
cause you’re a conservative.” 
Said Fitzhugh, head of a company 
wit!) $180 billion of life insurance in 
force: “ They really couldn’t lielieve 
I’d Im* interested in coming, in listening 
to them. They were really surprised.” 
Here he was, not fossil but man. 
Here were tliey, not intellectual em­ 
bryos but mature, thinking human 
beings. Fitzhugh also was surpriser!. 
“ My 
prejudice 
told 
me 
that 
university faculties generally lean to 
the left and I still think so, but ifs not 
as bad as I thought. They’re less 
liberal than I had realized. 
“ My prejudice told me that youths 
went to universities to teach their 
elders what they had to learn. Now I 
think tin* kids have found it doesn’t pay 
to have that attitude. 
“ My prejudice told me the kids are 
getting better than they were four 
years ago. I think that’s so. The dif­ 
ference in attitude is very noticeable 
between seniors and freshmen. The 
seniors themselves notice it.” 
Asked about admitting to prejudice, 
Fitzhugh, whose criticisms are muted 
with humor, rang for his secretary. 
Immediately she appeared with Web­ 
ster’s Seventh New Collegiate Dic­ 
tionary. 
“ Prejudice,” Im* said as he looked up 


the meaning. “ If prejudice means a 
man of conviction I ’m for it. There’s 
nothing good about somebody being 
wishy-washy. Take a position and stay 
with it. 
“ If prejudice means a preconceived 
judgment arrived at following a 
rational course, I ’m for it. I ’m in favor 
of a reasoned prejudice, but not all 
prejudice.” 
Sometimes, Fitzhugh all but con­ 
ceded, those prejudices lead him 
astray. He told of his surprise about 
fraternity life. 
“ I had never been in a frat house in 
my life; they had clubs at Princeton. 
My prejudice told me they were places 
for social gatherings ... but those 
fellows took life seriously. They said 
grace 
before 
dinner, 
and 
as 
a 
mossback, I admire any tradition.” 
In his classes, Fitzhugh permitted 
discussion to drift with student in­ 
terest. He found that, after first talking 
about matters of social obligations and 
equality, the questions became per­ 
sonal and practical. 
“ They were interested in how I got 
where I am and I told them I once 
worked for $20 a week. They asked 
what courses I took to get into the 
business world to get a job. Yes, they 
recognize the incentive system.” 
Fitzhugh, of course, does. “ I believe 
rn the Horatio Alger Story. One of the 
things this country is greatest for is the 
Hortatio Alger Story.” He tried to 
convey its message to them. 
He found the students good listeners, 
and from Fitzhugh, this is a very high 
compliment. 
“ The Iiord gives you two ears and 
one mouth and intends you to use them 
in that [iroportion. listen with a desire 
to know what the other guy is saying. 
Not necessarily to agree, but to un­ 
derstand.” 
He found the students did un­ 
derstand his viewpoint. He concluded 
that he and they were equally aware of 
social responsibilities and that they 
shared some of the same objectives, if 
not the same approaches. 
Exhilirated by his adventure, Fit­ 
zhugh, who feels “ very often I am a 
voice crying in the wilderness,” now 
hopes to teach when he retires. He 
found campus life to his liking. He 
found that students sometimes listen.

Senator Packwood listens respect­ 
fully to the conservationist Sierra 
Club, which frowns on tree cutting, 
period. But beyond this, the Senator is 
concerned with significant differences 
between Oregon and Washington. The 
latter state gets a thriving income 
from selling logs to Japan. Of the 2.7 
billion board feet of logs that were ex­ 
ported from the U.S. in 1972,2.2 billion, 
or 82 per cent, were from Washington 
forests. Oregon exported only 13 per 
cent of the total. So Washington wishes 
Oregon would mind its own business. 
The trouble on tin* south side of the 
Columbia River is that 45.5 per cent of 
the Oregon lumber mills responding to 
a homebuilders association survey say 
they could have used some of those 
exported logs if they had been able to 
outbid the Japanese. On the Washing­ 
ton side of the river 35.6 per cent of the 
mills answering the same homebuild­ 
ers’ survey indicated they had unused 
capacity. But the shortfall in available 
timber, according to the big Weyer­ 
haeuser Company, has been statis­ 
tically negligible north of the Colum­ 
bia; the Washington mills have, in 
fact, been operating close to overall 
capacity even though some of them 
could have used a few more logs. 
In contrast to Oregon, California, 
and Alaska, the state of Washington 
depends very little on federally owned 
forest lands. Only 9 per cent of the logs 
going to Japan from Washington in 
1972 came from national forests. State- 
owned lands contributed 23 per cent of 
the Washington export total, with the 
earned income from this going to sup- 
jiort schools and government services. 
The remaining 68 per cent of log ex­ 
e rts were from privately owned 
forests, which are managed on a most 
impressive continuous yield basis. 
Since four-fifths of the total U.S. log 
exports originate in the state of Wash­ 
ington, the proposed Packwood ban on 
timber shipments to Japan would as­ 
suredly fie fought by the two Washing­ 
ton Senators, “ Scoop” Jackson and 
“ Maggie” Magnuson. The state of 
Washington figures that 8,000 local 
jobs are directly supported by export­ 
ing logs. An export flan would mean 
unused facilities and a probable de­ 
faulting on port-community bond 
issues. The taxpayers of the state 
would lose the benefit of the funds that 
derive from timber exported from the 
extensive state-owned preserves. Inci­ 
dentally, much of the revenue now 
coming from sales to Japan goes back 
into reforestation and into the in­ 
tensive use of “ culls” and chips, which 
is the main reason that Washington 
gets more wow! products on a steady 
basis from less acreage. 
Finally, the dollar-returns to the 
U.S. by the Japanese for logs keep our 
national balance-of-trade situation 
from becoming much worse vis^a-vis 
Tokyo than it is.

Dear Editor: 
I, like many residents, have received 
my water and sewage bill for the 
months of January, February, and 
March and was quite appalled at the 
increase in our sewage rates. I called 
Mr. Taylor and asked for an ex­ 
piation. 
The following was used as an 
example: If you were paying $2.40 for 
a three month period, then you were 
being charged at the rate of $.80 per 
month whether you used 15,000 gal or 
60,000 gals, in that three month 
period. The new rate will be based on 
the volume of water used by each 
home or establishment, which will 
benefit those who have only one person 
in the home or the older citizen who 
does not use as much as a growing 
family. On paper this looks good. I 
question the manner in which it was 
accomplished and I asked Mr. Taylor 
why it had not been done on a gradual 
increase year by year. Mr. Taylor told 
me that at the time he took over in 1969 
he felt each year that they would 
realize the new plant and that they 
could not have two rate increases in 
one year. 
This is no help to any of us now. A 
small rate hike each year would not 
have stunned any of us nearly as bad 
as this jump, in my case of 795 percent 
in my sewage bill, and this at a time 
when water use is at a low level. I 
contend that since plans were initiated 
for the new sewage system they have 
been aware of the costs and that in that 
time only a small effort was made to 
inform the public. The Water and 
Sewage is a public utility. We are 
paying for it through our rates and also 
through the Federal Government by 
our taxes. 
The Federal Government is not 
giving us anything except what we 
have paid for. Another question run­ 
ning through my mind is what about 
businesses that are located in the city 
and are using their own drilled wells. 
How are their rates going to be 
established when it is based on the 
volume of water used. We should have 
a fair and just system but this applies 
to everyone. 
Maybe this is what it takes to wake 
us up to our duties as citizens of these 
United States and in particular those 
as tax paying citizens of the City of 
Circleville, we either speak now or 
forever hold our peace.

Speaking Of Your Health

I have been advised to have my last 
five remaining teeth removed to pave 
the way for a denture. 
As you can imagine, I hate the whole 
idea and I wonder if teeth transplants 
have been tried. Wouldn’t this be a way 
of avoiding cumbersome dentures? 
Mr. C.Y., Calif 
Dear Mr. Y.: 
Good dental surgeons explore every 
conceivable avenue before recom­ 
mending that teeth be sacrificed. 
Specialists in diseases of the gums 
(periodontists) actively treat pyorrhea 
in an effort to preserve the health of 
teeth. Other specialists concentrate 
their efforts on root canal work to give 
teeth every available chance for 
survival. 


Unfortunately, many people pay a 
penalty for carelessness, neglect, and 
long-continued poor dental hygiene. 
When finally they present themselves 
to dentists, even the combined brilliant 
new dental techniques cannot over­ 
come years of inadequate care. 
Some surgical techniques are being 
tried in highly selected cases. Metal 
implants are inserted into the bone; 
attached to these are artificial teeth. 
Tooth transplants have not yet been 
satisfactory. 


The poor results and the long 
protracted complications of some of 
these techniques have made it difficult 
for them to pass the critical judgment 
of impartial dental surgeons and 
scientists. 
The science of restorative dentistry 
is known as prosthodontia. 
Artistry and ingenuity in techniques 
have been created to utilize all 


remaining teeth in an effort to avoid 
total dentures. 
Dr. Harold Schwartz, professor of 
prosthodontia at the New York 
University School of Dentistry in New 
York City, has, by his pioneering ef­ 
forts, opened the horizons for the 
preservation of teeth that might or­ 
dinarily have to be sacrificed. 
Dr. Schwartz and his colleagues in 
this highly specialized field 
of 
reconstructive dentistry emphasize 
that their creativity is limited when 
there is long-standing, irreversible 
dental neglect. 
It is almost inevitable that, with 
oncoming age, a certain mumber of 
teeth will be lost by infection, poor 
bite, and by progressive deterioration 
of the bone. 
Even with the loss of some teeth, if 
problems are brought to the attention 
of 
the 
dentist 
reconstructive 
techniques can often restore the dental 
structure and preserve the remaining 
teeth for a lifetime.

“The simple truth is that there is not 
a single worthy social or political gain 
that an interested citizenry cannot 
gain 
by 
resort 
to 
democratic 
processes. This is the first com­ 
mandment of citizenship the church 
should teach. If churchmen believe a 
needed reform should be instituted, 
why not put the church’s full resources 
to work to accomplish it rn a manner 
consistent w ith democratic processes? 
Why are not the pulpits “aflame with 
righteousness” 
and 
why 
don’t 
Christian soldiers call on public of­ 
ficials or march to the ballot box to 
achieve the needed gains? Or is it that 
the church has become so impotent 
that it sits indolently by while youths 
are taught by the example of their 
elders 
to 
take 
the 
short-cut 
of 
lawlessness to achieve quick gains and 
in the process trample on our in­ 
stitutions of government? 


Today’s American scene reveals a 
threat to the efficacy of court orders 
and a 
disrespect of constituted 
authority that should alarm every 
minister of the gospel, every wor­ 
shipper of God, every devotee of 
religious freedom. It takes no depth of 
wisdom to realize that once the bonds 
of law are frayed and weak, court 
orders and 
other 
legal 
restraints 
correspondingly will lose their weight 
and force. 


“The church cannot fail to take note 
of 
the 
modern 
day 
forms 
of 
disobediences ram pant about us. 
Neither can it fail to do something 
about it and still retain its prestige as a 
force that contributes to the stability of 
the community. A nation in crisis can 
scarcely afford its undergirding in­ 
stitutions to be timid or hesitant.” 
“The despicable ideology of Nazism 
did not grip Germany overnight. It 
came as a cancerous growth which by 
easy stages substituted wrong and evil 
for freedom and human dignity. As 
Edmund Burke warned—“All that is 
needed for the forces of evil to win is 
for enough good men to do nothing.” 
And, in fact to paraphrase Burke’s 
admonition, there were enough good 
men and enough good women 
in 
Germany who, during the growth of 
Nazism, did 
nothing. 
Tht»y disap- 
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proved of what they saw, but as they 
did 
nothing about it, the wrongs 
escalated from day to day. Once the 
strangle hold of Nazism was applied to 
free institutions of Germany and the 
schools were poisoned, the churches 
silenced and the courts prostituted, the 
freedoms of protest and resistance 
were annihilated and the voices of 
good men and women were lastingly 
stilled. 


Abraham Lincoln, in urging the up­ 
holding of law and the renouncing of 
violations by others, put it this way; 
“ I * t it be taught in the schools, in 
seminaries, and in colleges; let it be 
written in primers and almanacs; 
let it be preached from the pulpit, 
proclaimed in legislative halls and 
enforced in courts of justice. 
In concluding his address, Mr. Iieon 
Jaworski said, “ From what I have said 
it is easy to perceive that I am critical 
of the church’s role of leadership today 
and I feel that it has not discharged its 
responsibility to the rule of law. Were 
the church not dear to my heart, I 
would not speak of it so. It has been a 
meaningful part of my life from the 
time of my birth in a parsonage to the 
present day.

Leader Rips 


Terrorists 


BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (AP) — 
Argentina’s military government vows 
that 
terrorist 
kidnaping 
and 
assassination will not block the 
inauguration of a Peromst president on 
May 25. 
“Nothing and no one will stop the 
process which climaxed with the 
March ll election,” the ruling junta 
said after the slaying Wednesday of an 
army intelligence specialist, the fourth 
major terrorist crime in a week. 
“The decision of the people will be 
respected at any price, and the 
government will lie delivered to the 
new authorities on May 25.” 
However, the navy, in a separate 
announcement, said the 
incoming 
Peronist regime “should define itself 
clearly” on the issues of terrorism and 
guerrillas. 
As part of their election strategy, 
Peronist candidates said guerrilla 
violence was justified because of the 
“military’s violence” during its seven 
years in power. Thousands of young 
radicals and four groups of left-wing 
guerrillas supported the Peronists, but 
Peronist leaders say those guerrilla 
groups ceased their terrorist activities 
after the election. 
President-elect Hector J. Campora 
met Wednesday night with Interior 
Minister Arturo Mor Roig, but neither 
issued a statement afterward. 
In addition to the killing Wednesday 
of Col. Hector Alberto Iribarren, two 
businessmen and a retired admiral 
have been kidnaped in the past week 
by persons who identified themselves 
as members of leftwing guerrilla 
groups. 
Some observers believe that the 
increase in leftist terrorism is an at­ 
tempt to provoke the military into 
remaining in power with the hope that 
this would provoke a Peronist uprising 
and chaos which the Communists 
could take advantage of. Others 
believe the guerrillas are trying to 
foment an open lireak between the 
Peronists and the army over the Per­ 
onists’ campaign promise of amnesty 
for political prisoners.

Spiritual Power Felt By Returnees 


By GEO RGE W. CORNELL 
AP Religion Writer 
In the isolation of the Vietnam war 
prisons, minds and consciousness 
turned inward, and there, cut off from 
the ordinary distractions of life, the 
American captives made a discovery. 
“ For some reason I suddenly felt I 
wasn’t alone,” one of them recalls. “ I 
don’t know whether it was the power of 
prayer or an intervention by God. 
There is nothing physical you can 
document, but when you experience 
something like that, it is real.” 
Those recollections of Capt. James 
E. Ray, of Conroe, Tex., and similar 
accounts by many others of the 
returned prisoners of war regularly 
cited unexpected powers of faith and 
prayer that welled up to sustain them. 
“ I developed a 
daily routine,” 
relates Ll. Cmdr. William M. Tschudy, 


of Virginia Beach, Va., in remem­ 
bering long stretches of solitary con­ 
finement in which he became aware of 
realities in himself he had never 
imagined. 
“ I shouldn’t say I developed it; it 
developed itself. When I woke up each 
morning, the first segment of the day 
was spent saying my prayers.” 
A dramatic description of surprising 
strength found in faith came from 
Capt. Jeremiah A. Denton in Atlanta. 
He tells of escalating torture to get him 
to betray communication methods 
used among prisoners. After five days 
in a “ torture rig’’ he says, he wrote 
something useless for his captors “ but 
they didn’t buy it.” He goes on: 
“ They put me back in the same rig 
for five more days and that was the 
time I simply told God He would just 
have to take over. I had reached the 


end. I knew that if I had to write the 
next time, I would write something 
harmful, so I just turned myself over 
to Him. 
“ I have never had a prayer an­ 
swered so spectacularly in my life. As 
soon as I got that prayer out, this 
mantle of comfort came over me and I 
couldn’t feel any more pain. Even 
when they beat the hell out of me and 
tightened up right to the maximum, I 
was just as comfortable as if I were 
sitting in a plush auto.” 
He and others say they believe that 
spiritual help, attained through 
prayer, was the basic element in 
bringing them through their ordeal. “ I 
was able to sustain life and hope 
through the faith I have in God,” Capt. 
Howard Rutledge told his home 
Baptist congregation at Clairemont, 
Calif. 


Others told of improvising worship 
services, exchanging remembered 
verses of Scripture, and putting 
together key portions of the Bible 
through memory. 
“ Many of the men knew verses from 
the Bible and these were shared, so we 
were able to compile a good knowledge 
of much of the Bible,” relates Maj. 
Norman McDaniel, of Greensboro, 
NC. 
“ There is no greater force than 
belief in God,” he adds. “ There were 
at all times a desire to worship God. 
There were services held, sometimes 
individually, sometimes as a group, 
and men drew strength from them.”

Withholding 
Of Welfare 
Cash Nixed 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
administration has changed its mind 
on a threat to withhold half a billion 
dollars a year in federal welfare funds 
from states with ineligible or overpaid 
recipients. 
The changes will give states a new 
18-month timetable beginning next 
year to correct errors in the Aid to 
Families With Dependent Children 
(AFDC) program, the government 
said Wednesday. 
As originally proposed last year, 
penalties 
for 
overpayment 
and 
ineligibility would have begun this 
year. 
Frank C. Caducei, undersecretary 
of health, education and welfare, said 
the administration was conceding that 
the original timetable “ was not 
realistic.” He said the administration 
was not retreating on the principle that 
errors must be reduced. 
Thirty-four states had retained a 
prestigious Washington law firm and 
had threatened to sue in an attempt to 
block the original proposal. 
Under the new regulations, states 
will be given three six-month target 
deadlines beginning next Jan. I to 
reduce errors. Failure to meet a target 
would result in a proportionate loss of 
federal money for that period. 
States will be allowed error rates of 3 
per cent for ineligibility cases and 5 
per cent for overpayment cases. The 
original proposal would not have 
permitted any error tolerance.

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P O W 'Code O f Conduct' D efeated Torture By Reds

We had no choice but to formulate 
our actions according to the code of 
conduct with the hope that determined 
men could defeat the North Vietna­ 
mese system of torture. 


In late 1966, some signs began to 
indicate that our faith and resistance 
were starting to demoralize the 
enemy, causing them to vacillate. 
For example, after being tortured in 
August to rewrite a confession on 
rough paper just for pure punishment, 
I was returned to the Pool Room and, 
for the first time after the amazingly 
successful prayer for God’s help, I 
outlasted a severe torture period 
without yielding in any form. 
After the prayer described earlier, 
in which I no longer experienced any 
pain, the guard attempting to break 
me showed increasing remorse and 
Jim Mulligan later told me that after 
each session with me the guard would 
be in tears when he arrived at Jim ’s 
room from mine. 


He tried to act brutal, but the kid 
really wasn’t like that. 
I»ate in the fifth afternoon of these 
two 5-day sessions, an officer standing 
at my door told the young guard to 
tighten even more on the bars in which 
my bleeding, swollen legs were tightly 
rigged. 
They came in and started pulling 
and I just looked up at him with the 
simple question: “ Why?” 
Bursting into tears, he dropped the 
rope and pushed the other guard away, 
went out the door and screamed in 
Vietnamese to the officer: “ No, no, 
no!” 
I’m almost sure he was telling the 
officer that it doesn’t do any good any 
more, he is not feeling anything, and 
you’re just tearing him up. 
After ten minutes of screaming, the 
young guard came in and loosened the 
rope on the iron so that I could get 
enough play in my legs to get a night’s 
sleep even with the rear cuffs on. 
The next day they moved me to a 
building called “ The Gate.” My cell 
had no ventilation, and since irons had 
swollen my limbs, they left me in mere 
loose ropes.

Thieu Sees 
Cambodian 
Dangers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - South 
Vietnamese President Nguyen Van 
Thieu says that if Cambodia falls 
under Communist military pressure, it 
will become a threat to his country’s 
security. 


After two days of summit talks with 
President Nixon at the California 
White House, the South Vietnamese 
leader and Mrs. Thieu arrived here 
late Wednesday for meetings with 
congressional leaders, the press and 
financial authorities on postwar 
reconstruction in Indochina. 


In an interview, Thieu acknowledged 
concern over the Communist offensive 
now under way in Cambodia because 
“ Cambodia is my neighbor. If Cam­ 
bodia falls it will be a threat to Viet­ 
nam.” 
He said the North Vietnamese and 
the Viet Cong have not lived up to their 
agreement signed in Paris to withdraw 
from Cambodia and I^aos. South 
Vietnam would like to comply with the 
terms of the Paris agreement, he 
added, but gave no details given on 
what action Saigon might take to help 
Cambodia. The United States is 
providing heavy air support to 
Cambodian forces. 
In a television interview Sunday, 
Defense Secretary Elliot L. Richard­ 
son said that in the absence of a 
Cambodian ceasefire it would be 
difficult for the Ix>n Nol government to 
survive without U.S. bombing support. 
He said the fall of Cambodia could 
threaten South Vietnam. 


Tabor, 28, wants to spend the rest of 
his life here as a Roman Catholic 
priest. 
“ I guess I won’t have so many 
chances to talk with Americans now,” 
he says, “ but I didn’t do that much 
talking with Americans anyway. I ’m 
not here for the Americans. I’m here to 
help the Vietnamese.” 
Seven years ago Tabor wound up his 
third Vietnam tour, took off his U.S. 
Navy uniform, donned a black cassock 
and entered St. Joseph’s Seminary in 
Saigon. 
Tabor, son of a carpenter, was 
brought up in “ a very strong Catholic 
family” in Jaffrey, N.H. His English 
now is like a dark room, littered with 
bad grammar and GI slang. He 
stumbles in a rush of thoughts, keeps 
lapsing into smooth, cultured Viet­ 
namese and tosses his head to make it 
go away for the moment. 
In a few weeks he will be ordained 
into the deaconate as Duong Tan Bang, 
which means Friend from Across the 
Sea. One more year and he joins his 
diocese at Da Nang, the northern port 
city where he felt the call. 
Tabor first arrived in Vietnam in 
1963 with a Seabee welldrilling team. 
He remembers his first night at Da 
Nang, camped in a transport plane 
with his drilling rig, looking out across 
a temporary airstrip that a few years 
later would be the focus of a 40,000- 
man U.S. air base. There was a 
Vietnamese guard with a helmet al­ 
most down to his shoulders. 
Next morning, through the barbed 
wire, Tabor saw peasant women going 
to market, their wares slung from 
shouldered bamboo staves. He mar­ 
veled at their quick step-chopstep 
march to the rhythm imposed by the 
jouncing loads, the grace with which 
these birdlike women accommodated 
the unavoidable. 
“ They looked so proud. So good.” 
He began to love Vietnam. 
After his first tour of 40 days, he 
came back in 1964 as a welldrilling 
adviser in the Mekong Delta. 
Tabor’s third tour began in mid-1965 
with a Seabee battalion in Da Nang. 


I thought "My God, I’m free, I’ve 
beaten them for once.” 
The Vee had given up on me but 
didn t want the other POWs to know. 
To save face they had chosen to isolate 
me. 


At The Gate, I was generally left 
alone and soon had a nextdoor neigh­ 
bor, young George Coker, with whom I 
made elaborate escape plans. 
Some of these plans, though im­ 
practical for execution at the time, 
may have helped him with his sub­ 
sequent actual escape. 
George, who knew me before, when 
he saw me later through a hole in his 
door, didn’t recognize me because I 
was so thin. He said he thought I 
weighed less than 120 pounds. When I 
was shot down, I weighed 165 pounds 
and I believe this was the low point of 
my physical condition. 
Peeking through a crack in my door, 
I could observe that torture was still 
proceeding. On the night of Dec. 7, 
three guards, including Happy, came 
to my room and gave me the standard 
rope trick. 
After the rope, I tapped to George 
until I lost feeling, then I sat down until 
I lost consciousness. 
Soon I could hear Happy arguing 
with the other two guards outside and 
after about an hour on the ropes, they 
came in and removed me without a 
word. 
Again, I had beaten them but I at­ 
tributed this win less to my own en­ 
durance than to a weakening of their 
resolve to risk torturing me to death in 
my weakened condition. I did develop 
the confidence that they could never 
again break me, but later I learned 
that this was overconfidence. 
The next day a much bigger sign 
came when peeking through my door I 
saw more than 20 sets of irons and 
cuffs come in from various buildings 
around camp and I sensed there had 
been some sort of major change. 
Starting Dec. 9 I was treated like a 
normal prisoner, except for Solo and I 
was allowed to wash daily, to have 
cigarettes again and was no longer in 
light fetters. 
I even got a 10-minute exercise 
period a day. 
In late January a large number of 
prisoners from the Briar Patch, where 
the same kind of treatment had been 
going on, was returned to the Zoo, 
requiring them to move me in with 
someone else. That man turned out to 
be my old friend, Jim Mulligan, who 
was even skinnier than I and had done 
a great job. 
After three days together at the Zoo, 
Jim, I and many others were moved to 
Little Vegas (sometimes called I<as 
Vegas). Here I was caught almost im­ 
mediately communicating with Jim 
Stockdale and I was moved to a 
punishment section called the Mint, 
which has three rooms. 
Mulligan was two rooms away from 
me, separated by an empty room. 
Communications between the Mint and 
the rest of Vegas was extremely dif­ 
ficult and risky. 
I had two periods of stocks in the 
Mint 
as 
punishment 
for 
com­ 
munications and Jim had one. 
In late 1967, Mulligan and I were 
reunited as eell-mates in a tiny room in 
the building called Stardust. Pressure 
on communications remained at a 
maximum. I had .several periods of 
severe punishment which I would not 
categorize as torture and they did not 
attempt to extract any propaganda or 
military information.

Contracts have been written in such 
language that the average coal miner 
doesn't understand the grievance and 
arbitration procedures, he said. 
And the present contract is “written 
in such loose language ... we get beat 
every tim e, because we try to interpret 
the contract the way we think it is and 
they (the industry) will com e up with 
something e lse .”

WASHINGTON, D.C. (AP) 
— Nearly four of every five 
working women today help 
support a family, according 
to a financial services expert. 
W. Scane Bowler, chairman 
of the board of Pioneer 
Western Corp., said that 
“contrary to popular opinion, 
most working girls are not 
single. 
“Of the total work force of 
83.8 million persons in 1971, 
31.6 million were women. 
Fewer than 23 per cent of the 
women were single— the 
others 
were 
married, 
divorced or widowed,” he 
added. 
The largest segment of 
working women are those 
who have husbands who are 
working or at home. More 
than 58 per cent, he said, are 
in this category. 
“Divorced wives account 
for only 6 per cent of the 
women in the work force but 
they represent the fastest 
growing segment, up about 30 
per cent since 1960,” Bowler 
added. 
There are 1.4 million more 
single women on the job today 
than there were in 1965. 
“In families where there 
are two or 
more 
bread­ 
winners, females have been 
punching time clocks in in­ 
creasing numbers, up 25 per 
cent in six years to 19 million 
by last year,” he said. 
Bowler said that women 
are also having more to say 
about how the money they 
earn is being used. They are 
becoming involved in family 
financial planning — savings, 
insurance and investments.

John Gilligan has described a $118

Sen. Stanley J. Aronoff, K-8 Cin­ 
cinnati, is again the sponsor of the 
measure which would allow the youth­ 
ful citizens to marry without consent, 
sue and lie sued, enter into contracts, 
and acquire debts, among other things. 
Aronoff said he deleted the provision 
on liquor in a belief it was the only way 
to get the bill through the legislature. 
There have been reports that it may 
tx* re-inserted at some point in the 
deliberations. Before lawmakers ad­ 
journed for the weekend Thursday, 
senators passed three bills and sent 
them to the House. They would permit 
the University of Akron to sell a parcel 
of land, allow Ohioans who lease their 
automobiles to purchase special 
reserved livense plates, and let 
recipients of war orphan scholarships 
attend the state university of their 
choice. All three passed by votes of 30-

The House approved and sent to the 


Senate a measure authorizing the 
destruction of probate court records 
after 21 years instead of the present 32 
yurt. T in vote was 83-13. 
Rep­ 
resentatives also concurred in Senate 
amendments and completed passage 
of a measure requiring the state to pay 
for railroad crossing safety in­ 
stallations. 
Among eight new bills received in 
the House were proposals to ap­ 
propriate $4.3 million for state 
lawmakers to hire administrative as­ 
sistants and secretaries and to adopt a 
uniform statewide law requiring the 
vaccination of dogs against rabies. 
New Senate bills included a proposal 
by Sen. Walter L. White, K-12 Lima, 
prohibiting the occupancy of trailers 
while they are on highways. 
In other developments, the Senate 
and House agreed on April 18 as a 
cutoff date for the introduction of bills. 
Members still could introduce bills 
afterward, but would need the ap­ 
proval of a majority of the members of 
their respective chambers. 
House Speaker A. G. I undone, D-99 
Bellaire, predicted floor action in the 
House April 17 on the administration’s 
twoyear budget bill, but his comments 
came before an announcement by Gov. 
John Gilligan that he was sending a 
substitute budget to the legislature 
next week.

The governor proposed spending 
almost half of the new money ($55 
million i for local public schools and 
dividing the remainder among state 
universities, $34.7 m illion; local 
mental health programs, $7.2 million; 
state employe benefits, $3.5 million;

Dependent Children, $13.7 million, and 
local Community Action programs 
under threat of federal shutdown, $4 
million. 
Gilligan said he plans to send the 
proposals in the form of a substitute 
budget bill to the legislature next 
week. It would boost proposed state 
spending in the next two years to more 
than $9.8 billion. 
Republican leaders were prompt to 
criticize Gilligan for bringing in a 
“ new” budget after the House Finance 
Committee has held hearings on the 
original proposal for two months. 
House Minority 
Leader Charles 
Kurfess, R-83 Perrysburg, called it 
“ an affront to the legislature.” 
The former Republican speaker also 
noted that Gilligan did nothing to 
correct “ obvious inequities” in the 
state income tax, although the 
governor now is in a position to know 
what the total biennial revenues will 
be. 
The governor said he received the 
revised revenue figures on Tuesday of 
this week, and that those in the original 
document were based on figures that 
were available at the time it was 
drafted last November. “ We didn’t 
have the revenue figures for the last 
quarter of last year, much less the first 
quarter of this year,” he said. 
Not all the new estimates showed 
projected increases. 
The governor said declines in the 
state sales tax of $7 million next year 
and $38 million in 1975 are included in 
the projections along with drops of $1 
million and $9.1 million, next year and 
in 1975 in cigarette tax revenue. 
He attributed the big drop in the 
sales tax to predictions “ from Detroit 
that this will be a big year for cars, but 
that sales will drop in late 1974 and gc 
much lower in 1975.” 
To account for the $118 million total 
Gilligan cited sales taxes this year 
$23.5 million more than expected 
along with an additional $20.1 million 
from the personal income tax. Over 
the next two years, the governor said 
the state income tax figures to bring ir 
a total of $88.3 million more than ex­ 
pected and the corporate income tax 
$22.5 million more. 
Gilligan said all the estimates were 
based on “ the best figures available. 
We didn’t find this money in the 
basement. We are just saying that it 
will be there.” 
The measure Gilligan will send the 
legislature will call for increased state 
subsidies for elementary and secon­ 
dary education to assure all school dis­ 
tricts of an increase of five per cent in 
each of the next two years. 
The $34.7 million he is proposing for 
the universities is short of boosting 
their subsidy increases to the 6.5 per 
cent they are asking, but will hike 
them to five and one 
half 
pei 
cent and place a freeze on student tees 
for the next two years. At least one 
university already has voted to in­ 
crease fees as a result of the adminis­ 
tration’s refusal until now to provide 
more money. 
Gilligan said his proposal to increase 
payments to ADC recipients “ doesn’t 
call for more dollars for welfare.” He 
said a “ tapering off” of new ADC 
caseloads, from about 5,000 to 3,000 a 
month made the action possible. 
The $4 million Gilligan would 
channel to local Community Action 
groups through the Department of 
Economic 
and 
Community 
Development would not underwrite 
their various programs, Gilligan said. 
He said it is intended to allow them “ to 
retain their structures for a vear”
